TWENTY-ONE YEARS' SENTENCE. 


TOBONTO, June 7. — Bu Hedge and 


Bice, convicted of robbing the post of 
ace and a private bank at Aurora, were 
today sentenced to twenty one years at 
hard labor in the Kingston penitentiary.

A new 
trial was refused this morning and hi* 
attorneys afc once filed a bill of exoep 
tions taking the case to tho supreme 
court. A large crowd of people had 
come into town to witness the execution 
of the negro and when they learned of 
the appeal, they assaulted , tho jail. 
They were warned to stop, or they 
would be fired upon; but they did not 
obey the order, and as they advanced 
down the corridor of the jail, toward 
the sheriff, fire was opened upon them. 
The governor was notified and sent 
coorpa.nies of militia here from Atlanta

A Statement of the Weather and Crop 


Conditions of New England. 


Owing to the elondy, cold and v«t 


weather all crops, except grass, oats 
and rye, have been at a standstill. Seed 
that has been planted is slow in coming 
up. and has failed to germinate. Pota 
toe* and corn have rotted in the ground 
many places, and the land will have to 
pe replanted. Many planted crops are 
not coming np well" and in some caaea 
the land will be planted and sown to 
Hungarian or millet. In general, tha 
season and farm work are about two 
weeks behind. 


Grass has continued to make a luxuri 


ant growth, and is in the finest eondi 
tion in all parts of the section, many 
correspondents stating that it never 
looked better. A heavy crop of hay is 
promised. 
Pasturage is excellent and 


stock at pasture is doing well. 


Reports of the condition of early and 


fall apples vary greatly, some eorrca 
pondents stating that the blowom has 
been full and prospects of a good crop, 
and others that the crop will be light. 
Some fruits are setting well and promise 
a good crop. Forest worms hare ap 
peared in Montpelier and East Hard 
wick, Vt,, and the correspondent at 
Ghelmsforil, Mats . reports that there 
are some canker worms, but, in general, 
insects and caterpillars are few. 


Vegetables in general have made fair 


progress during the week. Peas have 
made good growth, but other vegetable* 
are badkward and in poor condition. It 
has been too cold for asparagus. Beans 
are spindling and yellow. Much gar 
den seed has failed to come op, and 
will have to be replanted. la Aroostook 
connty, Me., a large acreage of potatoes 
has been planted, and early potatoes 
are np and being cultivated, bat in all 
other parts of New England this crop 
if in poor condition.

In Ireland many local traditions about• 


Ft. Pairk-k are identined with rivers and 
mountains — those 
natural 
monuments 


vihieh time cannot efi'act-; but Ireland is 
nut the only country where these niouu- 
n:oHt« of natme give evidenee of the 
'Mini's pas«age. France aKo bears testi- 
mony to St. Patrick i:i the mysterious : 
Fh-urs de St. Patrice and the venerable ; 
Hj;li.ec- de St. Patrice, situated in the dio- 
ccff' of Tonrs, on the banks of the Loire, 
a few leagues distant from the city of St. : 
Mailiu. St. Patrick wa< a disciple of ; 
Sr. Martia of Tours, with whom he spent 
four years after his escape from Ireland : 
and from whom he received the tonsure 
and was thus made a cleric. Men have 
doubted of St. Patrick's presence at 
Tours, but the fact of that pre&eiice is 
pioved by the traditions and monuments 
which are bound up with the beautiful 
legend of Les Flenrs de St. Patrice and 
their blossoming every year in midwinter 
for the past 1,500 years. 


But what are the" Fleurs de St Patrice? 


The most reliable account of these mys- 
terious flowers is the one given by Mgr. 
C'hevallier, president of the Archaeolog- 
ical Society of Tours, in 1S50. He writes 
as follows: 


"On the banks of the Loire, a few 


leagues from Tours, a very remarkable 
phenomenon is repeated year by year, 
one concerning which science as yet has 
given no satisfactory explanation. This 
phenomenon, too little known, consists in 
the blossoming, in the midst of the rigors 
of winter, of the blackthorn (Prunus 
spinoza), commonly called the sloe. 


This remarkable shrub is to be found 


at St. Patrice, upon the slope of a hill not 
far from the Chateau de Rochette. The 
circulation of the sap, which should be 
suspended in winter, is plainly revealed 
by, the moist state of the bark, which 
easily separates from the wood which it 
covers. The bu'ds swell, tho flowers ex- 
pand as in the month of April and cover 
the boughs -with odorous and snowlike 
flowers, while a few leaves timidly Ten- 
ture to expose their delicate verdure to 
the icy north wind. To the flowers suc- 
ceeds, the fruit, and at the beginning o£ 
January a small berry appears, attached 
to a long peduncle In the midst of the 
withered and discolored petals, which 
soon shrivels and" dries up. 


This singular growth of flowers is al- 


most unknown, although it has been re- 
peated every year from time immemorial. 
The oldest inhabitant of St. Patrice has 
always seen it take place at a fixed period 
of the year, no matter how severe the 
season, may be, and such has also been 
the ancient tradition of their forefathers, 
while the legend we are about to relate 
attributes a very remote origin to the 
fact; but, as the shrub itself appears 
quite young, it is probable that it is re- 
newed from the roots. 
However, this 


phenomenon is limited to the locality and

'—-anj°*fiaving arrived at the bank of the 
Loire near the spot where the church now 
bearing his name has been built, rested 
under a shrub. It was Christmas time, 
when the cold was intense. In honor of 
the saint the shrub expanded its branches 
and, shaking off the snow which rested 
on them, by an unheard of prodigy ar- 
rayed itself in flowers white as the snow 
itself. 
St. Patrick crossed the Loire on 


his cloak, and on reaching the opposite 
bank another blackthorn under which he 
rested at once burst out into flowers. 
Since that time, says the chronicler, the 
two shrubs have never ceased to blossom 
at Christmas in honor of St. Patrick. 


Such is the account given by Mgr. 


Chevallier in 1851. 
Father William Mor- 


ris visited it 3<"> years later, in 1881, and 
writes that he was struck by the extraor- 
dinary benuty aud luxuriance of the foll- 
ow on the trees—"it was so dense from 
the ground upward that it was impossible 
to distinguish tho stem"—and he could 
understand how, when it flowers at 
Christmas, it supplies the country round 
with trophies "of St. Patrick. The winter 
of 1870-80 was remarkable for its sever- 
ity, 
and during the month of December, 


1870, the ground was covered with snow, 
yet tho 
blackthorn of St. 
Patrick— 


"1'epine do St. Patrice," as it is called nt 
Tonrs—flowered as nsnnl, though tho 
branches were laden with snow and the 
blossoms came out under the snow. 


On the 20th of December of 1900, a 


few weeks before the flowering, a French 
journal directed attention to this wonder- 
ful blossoming of the blackthorn, and 
this so excited the attention of those liv- 
ing near Tours that the shrub was strip- 
ped of its flowers and left completely 
bare nt Christmas. 
The proprietor of

France what might be briefly designated 
as an authorized aristocratic prison for 
juvenile offenders. It was founded by a 
legal luminary, M. De Metz, a man deep- 
ly interested in the training and welfare 
of the young, with a view to checking tho 
growing spirit of insubordination to au- 
thority, both at home and at school, 
which had become specially marked in 
the highest ranks of society in France. 


One of the most salutary elements iu

this certainly rather cumbrous process he 
found the product of 45G multiplied by 
373 to be 172.3G8. 


Jedediah had no more general knowl- 


edge than any average peasant boy of 10 
years of age and showed no memory for 
anything but figures.

Sensitive Children. 


Those children who are scolded and 


punished for the least delinquency either 
become hardened in wrongdoing or do- 
moralized by fear. In the latter case de- 
moralized is certainly not too strong a 
term for the results which follow injudi- 
cious punishment. A nervous child be- 
comes so afraid of doing wrong that at 
last he loses the power of discerning be- 
tween what is wrong and what is right 
and naturally chooses the course which 
he thinks least likely to lead to chasti: - 
ment. He will descend to any amount of 
deceit nnd story telling to save himself 
from the results of his wrongdoing, and 
it is entirely out of the question that, if 
his first years are passed in such a mis- 
taken and perverted way, he should evei 
grow up into an honest and straightfor- 
ward man. 


When children show themselves to be 


abnormally sensitive and nervous, thoy 
should be treated in a totally different I 
way from the others who are healthy aud 
boisterous, but they must not be spoiled, 
for that would aggravate the evil.

Oae of the most eloquent tributes 


paid to the dof was delivered by Senator 
Vest of Missouri borne y«-ars ago. He 
was attending court in a country town, 
and \vhfle waiting for the trial of * case 
in which he was interested Lt- was urged 
by the attorneys in a do$ case to help 
them. He was paid a fee of $250 by tho 
plaintiff. 
Voluminous evidence was in- 


trodnced to show that the defendant had 
shot the dog in malice, while other evi- 
dence went to show that the dog bad at- 
tacked defendant. Vest took no part in 
the trial and was not disposed to speak. 
The attorneys, however, urged him to 
wake a speech, else their client would not 
think he had earned his fee. Being thus 
urged, he arose, scanned the face of each 
juryman for a moment and said: 


"Gentlemen of the jury, the best 


friend a man has in the world may turn 
against him and become his enemy. His 
sou or daughter that he has reared with 
loving care may prove ungrateful. Those 
who are nearest and dearest to us. those 
whom we trust with our happiness and 
our good name, may become traitors to 
their faith. The money that a man has 
he may lose. It flies away from him, 
perhaps when he needs it most. A man's 
reputation may be sacrificed in a moment 
of ill considered action. The "people who 
are prone to fall on their knees to do us 
honor when success is with us may be the 
first to throw the stone of malice when 
failure settles its cloud upon our heads. 
The one absolutely unselfish friend that 
man can have in this selfish world, the 
one that never deserts him, the one that 
never proves ungrateful or treacherous, 
is his dog. A man's dog stands by him 
in prosperity and in poverty, in health 
and in sickness. He will sleep on the 
cold ground, where the wintry winds blow 
and the snow drives fiercely, if only he 
may be near his master's side. He will 
kiss the hand that has no food to offer. 
He will lick the wounds and sores that 
come in encounter with the roughness ot 
the world. He guards the sleep of his 
pauper master as if he were a prince. 
"When all other friends desert, he re- 
mains. When riches take wings and rep- 
utation falls to piecet, he is as constant 
in his love as the sun in its journeys 
through the heavens. If fortune drive 
the master forth an outcast in the world, 
friendless and homeless, the faithful dog 
asks no higher privilege than that of ac- 
companying him, to guard against dan- 
ger, to fight against his enemies. And 
when the last scene of all comes, and 
death takes the master in its embrace, 
and his body is laid away in the cold 
ground, no matter if all other friends pur- 
sue their way, there by the graveside will 
the noble dog be found, his head between 
his paws, his eyes sad, but open in alert 
watchfulness, faithful and true even in 
death." 


Then Vest sat down. He had spoken 


in a low voice, without a gesture. He 
made no reference to the evidence or the 
merits of the case. When he finished, 
judge and jury were wiping their eyes. 
The jury filed out, but soon entered with 
a verdict in favor of the plaintiff for 
$500. He had sued for $200. It is even 
said that some of the jurors wanted to 
hang the defendant.

so fully all that la said, though denied the 
power to reply? 


Certain birds, however, not only are 


capable of producing articulate words 
and sentences, but it would really appeal 
from many well authenticated instances) 
as it they possess in some measure the 
reasoning faculty which enables them to 
apply their acquired art of speech with 
peculiar aptitude. The raven, the jack' 
iQn|w, the .magpie and the jay may all bo 
trained to imitate sounds and to uttet 
words and even sentences distinctly, but 
more familiar to most people are talking 
birds of the parrot tribe, which acquire 
the gift of speech in far greater perSec 
tion than any other of their species. 


The voice of the parrot is also much 


more human in Us tones; the raven is too 
hoarse; the jay and the magpie are too 
shrill. But there are modulations in the 
parrot's notes when speaking that are 
sometimes absolutely uncanny in theii 
weird resemblance to the "human voic« 
divine." This superiority is due to the 
construction of its beak, its tongue unr 
head. The parrot, too, has a wonderfn 
memory and rarely forgets what it has 
once thoroughly learned.—Lomdon Lady.

One of the most common ways of bet- 
ing in China is with orang*s. This goes 
>n nt the fruit stalls and also in private 
louses. The bet is on the number of 
eeds in an. orange. Sometimes it is as 
o whether the number is odd or even 
nd at others as to the exact number of 
eeds the orange contains. If at a fruit 
land, the dealer will pay the lucky guesa- 
r five times his debt, but the loser must 
my the value of the orange and also fiv» 
imps as much as he has wagered. 
Quail fighting is done on a table with a 
ittle fence about its edge. The fighting 
uails have been starved for some time. 
Is they are put into the pen a few grain* 
>f rice or wheat are laid before them, 
and they at once begin to fight over them, 
"hey are trained for the purpose, and a 
good fighter is worth £20 and upward. 


It is the game with the crickets. Their 
rize rings are little bowls. The crickets 
lave been trained. They seem to under- 
tand their master's word, and they are 
urged on to the combat with straws. 
Some of them are very fierce, and many 
will fight until they die. Those which 
hirp the most loudly are considered the 
best fighters. 


The Chinese understand how to feed 


and groom, the crickets for the fray. 


ey give them honey, boiled chestnuts, 


md boiled rice and certain kinds of fish. 
?hey do not allow any one to smoke near 
hem, for they think that tobacco is in- 
nrious to them. If the crickets grow 
ick, they feed them upon mosquitoes and 
ed ants. 
In a cricket fight the crickets are 


weighed before they are put into the 
ring. They are matched as to size and 
olor. The betting is done just as care- 
ully as at an English horse race. The 
takes are held by a committee, which de- 
lucts a certain percentage for those- wha 
>wn the fighting houses. During the fight 
the gamblers grow excited. They scream 
ind yell and hop up and down as one in- 
lect gets the better of the other and go 
%toost mad when one wins. 


The Chinese have all sorts of games, 
rat mostly games of chance. Even in 
iiteflying the boys and men—for even 
he men fly kites—will try to see which 
ias the strongest string, forcing his string 
against the strings of the others to break 
hem. 
In such contests the strings are 


often soaked with glue and dusted with 
powdered glass that they may cut or saw 
he better. 
At every feast> however, there are 
lames of guessing upon which money is 
staked.—London Mail. 


Are the French. Latin* or Celtat 
It may be of some interest to inquire 
n what sense the term "Latin" can be 
correctly applied to the French, whom 
almost in the same breath many people 
arc apt to describe as a "Celtic" people. 
One thing surely is certain—that in blood 
the French cannot be at the same time 
both "Latin" and "Celtic."

READING NOVELS AS WORK. 


Five Hundred Msuia«cript* «. Tea* 


About an AveraBe For One Man. 
Fire hundred novels a year is a record 


for one man's reading, but that is about 
the number that one of the regular read- 
ers of a large publishing house in this 
city manages to examine annually. This 
examination is no superficial review, ei- 
ther, but one that gives a thorough 
knowledge of the plot, style and general 
characteristics of the manuscript, for the 
reader's opinion of each manuscript is 
written out and filed away for reference. 
One of the older firms here has nearly 90 
bound volumes of readers' opinions, with 
about 400 opinions in each volume. 
Per- 


.haps 40 out of .the 400 are about books, 
which have'been "published. Of the other 
300 some few may have been brought out 
by other publishing houses, but most of 
them were returned to their authors, nev- 
er to appear again. 


A good reader will look over at least 


four manuscripts in a day that begins at 
0:30 and ends at 3 o'clock, and sometimes, 
when there is a rush of work, will get 
through twice that number. Most of the 
publishing houses do not keep manu- 
scripts more than two weeks before de- 
ciding on returning them if possible. 
They form a valuable charge and have 
to be looked out for carefully, and in 
case of loss the publisher is sometimes 
liable, particularly if the receipt of the 
manuscript has been acknowledged. 
At 


least four or five out of every hundred 
manuscripts which are declined by the 
publisher are left ia the hands of the 
house by the author. They are carefully 
put away, and after a certain number of 
years, if no one claims them, are de- 
stroyed. 


Once in awhile an author incloses a $5 


bill with the object of propitiating the 
reader, for there seems to be a wide- 
spread supposition among a certain, class 
of authors that the readers are all broken 
down and unsuccessful literary men who 
dislike to see any one succeed whc-n they 
have failed. If he does not send anjn 
closure.'the author is .apt-to send a long 
letter explaining that the«tory is "found 
ed on fact," or the~ experiences of tfie 
writer's grandfather, or that he has 
large number of friends and relatives 
who "%nll buy and assure it a large sale 
and tbnt his friend, the literary editor of 
the local journal, will give it a magnifi- 
cent review, or that the author's friends 
have all pronounced it infinitely better 
than most of the novels published. 
It is only infinite experience which can 


teach a man to know the public taste, 
and it takes a great many qualities be- 
sides literary perception. A reader has 
to be not only a critic, but also something 
of a prophet. The forecasts of the weath 
er bureau are not more carefully prepared 
or more likely to be wrong than, are the 
opinions of these men who try to foretol 
what book the public will like.—New 
York Post

planted be any gjeat distance from the 
st-ashore. a quantity of salt is sonu-iim«-s 
p!:u-oi! in the ho!f. ami f-ouit-times scraps 
01 old iron. as. bi-ing stiiciiy a salt water 
loviojr tree, it will thrive but a short tH.-,- 
ta»<f from the seashore, nearness to salt 
water being absolutely essential to its 
welfare. Iti fact, it is said no magnet is 
truer to the pole than are the roots of the 
cocoa out tree to the ocean, for when the 
root breaks thiough the husk it points 
directly toward the sea, no matter in 
what position the nut is placed in the 
ground. 


Boring its way downward, the root 


fastens itself so deeply nnd firmly in the 
ground that no tornado, no matter how 
sev.-re, bns ever been Known to wrench it 
from its moorings. But the hurricanes so 
frequent ia the tropics will often twist 
the trunks and carry the broken portions 
a iunj: distance, thus ending that cocoa-^ 
nut palm, as it will not sprout a second' 
time. 


Could you examine a cocoanut when in 


the process of sprouting you would find 
directly beneath the sprouting eye a 
small, white mushroom shaped kernel, 
and in this little germ lies the life of the 
future tree. 
Shut up in its prisonlike 


shell, and the shell surrounded by ninny 
inches of thick, tough and tangled fiber, 
bow is it to work its way out and perform 
the duty assigned to it, for it is apparent- 
ly soft and tender as a baby's hand? 


Soon its tiny fingers begin boring their 


'way out of the weakest eye: then, rend- 
ing the tough, woody fiber right nnd left. 
it forces itself to the surface and com- 
mences the campaign of life, sending its 
shoot upward to form the tree and down- 
ward to form the roots, still clinging to 
its parent for support, until the entire 
inside of its shell is filled with a round, 
ball-like substance that is formed by the 
concealed milk of the cocoanut. 


From it the roots, fast forming, re- 


ceive their staff of life until the mother 
coke becomes exhausted and, having ful- 
filled her mission, is deserted by her off- 
spring and left a usl-less mass of fiber. 


On goes the tree, sending deep into the 


ground its roots and high into'the air its 
trunk until after a lapse of from five to 
eight years it has attained a height of 
from 40 to 00 feet and then pays tribute 
to Mother Earth by bearing its first fruit 
and under favorable circumstances con- 
tinuing to yield for more than half a cen- 
tury,'giving its owner from 100 to 200 
marketable nuts a year. 


Through the center of the trunk of the 


coconnut tree is a soft, fibrous heurt 
which furnishes the life of the tree nnd 
acts as a great pump in forcing to the 
mus the immense quantity af water re- 
quired to fill them. This fibrous heart 
has a wonderful filtering power, for no 
matter in what location the tre* tnay be 
growing, either upon the beach or in the 
malarial swamps near the pools of stag- 
nant water, when nature has 'lono her 
work she deposits in the cocoaaut n spar- 
kling liquid as clear as crystal nnd ns cool 
ns if drawn from the deepest well in our 
northern yards. 
Having no particular 


spflson for fruiting,- but bearing all the 
year round, blossoms, ripe and green fruit 
may be found on the same tree. 


The blossom of the cocoanut is n most 


beautiful'nlad peculiar work of nature's 
art. 
Appearing nt the base of the long, 


ragged leaves is n gourdlike sheath, green 
iu color and standing erect until its own 
weight causes it to bend downward, 
where it bangs until the senms it in- 
closos. which are to bear and sustain the 
nuts, are sufficiently matured to proceed 
on their journey 
without 
protection. 


Wlien this outer covering splits open, it 
reveals a cluster of raggod stems, upon 
each of which you will find miniature co- 
connnts, requiring about 14 months to 
ripen.
